Southern N ew Mexico and Arizona 
and southwestern Texas embrace a re ­ 
gion totally unlike any other section of 
the United States 
This portion oi our 
country bears evidence of it' Mexican 
origin in it« sw arthy population and its 
low built “ adobe” 
houses, w hile its 
bleak mountains, hiding treasures of 
precious metal, and its sandy deserts, 
among whose greasew’ood aud mesquite 
bushes live tin* poisonous tarantula, the 
venomous rattlesnake and the stinging 
scorpion, seem but part and parcel of our 
sister republic on the south. 
That w’inch strikes the traveler most 
forcibly,however, in journeying through | 
the sandy wastes is the wonderful luxu j 
riance of the cactus fam ily, which ap- 1 
pears to grow everywhere, the low ly j 
cholla (choyyah), the reedlike oealiH.ij 
io-kah*lee-yah) 
and 
that 
unsightly 
giant, the great sahuara(sah-wah-rah) 
The drier the sand and the hotter the I 
sun the better the cactus seems to flour- i 
ish. On some mountain sides the chollas 
grow so thick one cannot pass through 
them, so fierce are the sharp spines of 
the cholla “ balls. ” Curved at their ends 
like fishhooks, these little spines pierce 
leather and fasten upon the skin of the 
foot, causing the most intense pain. 
Rough and repulsive as these various 
kinds of cactus are, however, yet a use 
has been found for most of them. After 
treating the stems of some ot th«* smaller 
varieties 
furniture

them — chairs, 
tables and other) 
small articles. 
The tall, graceful stems 
of the ocalilla are gathered aud woven 
into fences, while the weird, uncouth j 
sahuara is put to a number of uses which ! 
w ill require a more detailed description, j 
The sahuara. easily the king of the 
cactus fam ily, is peculiar to Arizona, its 
fluted columns, with its gaunt, upward j 
grow ing arms, covering the deserts in s 
some places like a veritable forest. 
It) 
is often 20 feet in height, and its heart 
is a watery pulp protected by long par j 
allel strips of tough, fibrous wood, reach­ 
ing from base to top, the w hole covered J 
w ith a thick, green skin w hich success-1 
fu lly turns the suu’s rays and prevents 
tlie evaporation of the w ater within. 
Where the sahuara gets tin« w ater is a j 
mystery, since it grows 111 the driest of 
places, w here rams come, if they come at 
all, at almost yearly intervals. 
This 
water, however, is of no use to man, as 
many a poor prospector lias found to hi- 
sorrow . It is astringent and bitter, nerv­ 
ing only to increase thirst. 
The Indians of the country— Apaches. 
Fimas, 
Fapagoes, 
Muricopns— use the 
straight, flexible poles which form the 
skeleton of tin* sahuara in the construe 
tion of their huts. 
Like the prickly 
pear, the giant cactus also bears a fruit 
wnich grows on tin1 very tips of the par­ 
ent stalk and its branches. 
This fruit 
is nearly the size and shape of a lien’« 
egg 
When ripe, it is of a scarlet hue 
and splits open into four Jobes, disclos 
m g a pulpy mass about the consistency 
of a tig and filled with m inute black 
seeds.
